A number of educational
changes have been made for the bet-
terment of the school system, and his ~
policies have always been of the most
advanced ideas. He had recently beem
re-elected by the local Board for a
term of two years, and at a consider-
able advance in salary, but the new
proposition was so much in accord
with his ideas on the present edueca-
tional problems, he deemed it best to
accept the offer as it came to him.
